j LOS KNGELES, Sept. 2.3— 
The se vertices ms_expertswho j 
will re-examine ballistics! 
evidence in the Robert F. Ken- 
nedy assassination met here 
today for the first time. 

They were introduced to the 
county s Board of Supervisors 
and inspected the court jury 
room in which each will con- 
duct separate tests. Then the 
panel began private discussions 
of procedures for the court-or- 
deqed testing. 

The panel is expected to 
choose one member as a “court 
administrator” to coordinate 
testing, act as a spokesman, 
decide what equipment they 
may need and prepare conclu- 
sions. 

The panel’s primary goal is 
to determine whether a second 
gun was fired in the Ambassa- 
dor Hotel pantrv the night of 
June 5, 1968, when Sirhan B. 
Sirhan shot the Senator. The 
re - examination was ordered 
Aug. 34 by Superior Court 
Judge Robert A. Wenke. Paul 
Schrade, who was injured in 
the shooting, and the CBS tele- 
vision network requested the 
order.
